While presidential candidates George 
W. Bush and John Kerry were debating, and 
while Green Party candidate David Cobb 
was being arrested for being, at that debate, 
Socialist Workers Party candidate Roger 
Calero made a campaign stop to speak with 
the people he represents, the workers. 

Calero paid a visit to the Swift and 
Co. plant Thursday to spread knowledge 
of his party, which has run candidates in 
presidential elections since 1948. He made 
other stops during the day, including a 
speech at Creighton University and UNO. 

The SWP nominated Calero at its June 
convention, seeing him as someone who 
could get the word out about the party, and 
help build toward a future challenge at the 
White House. - 

“W's important for working people to 
have a voice in defense of labor’ Calero 
said. “We feel obligated to run candidates to 


present our party and the devastating effect 
of the economic crisis.” 

While he was born in Nicaragua, Calero 
still knows about the American working 
person. He has lived in the United States 
since 1985. 

Calero, 35, is an associate editor of 
Perspectiva Mundial, a Spanish-language 
magazine. He also serves as a staff writer 
for the Militant. Calero participated in a 
union-organizing drive in Minnesota, where 
he worked as a meatpacker, In 2002, Calero 
worked to mobilize support for abroad 
campaign to block a U.S. government 
attempt to deport him to Nicaragua. Calero 
sees it as a victorious struggle that set an 
example of how to fight and beat back 
government attempts to deport others in 
similar situations. Arrin Hawkins, 29, is the 
SWP candidate tor Vice President. 

Calero’s Latin American ties also help 
him understand current working conditions 
in America. 
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Due to a power outage that 
occurred on the UNO campus last 
Tuesday, classes were canceled 
in the Durham Science Center, 
Weber Fine Arts Building and 
Strauss Performing Arts Center. 
A performance of Metamorphoses 
scheduled for Thursday was also 
canceled. The University library 
did not lose power, but had to be 
shut down to the complete repairs 
for the outage. 

This power outage started 
Tuesday at 8:30 p.m., according to 
a statement released by University 
Affairs. The outage was caused by 
an electrical short circuit ina main 
electrical service cable that supplies 
power to the three buildings. The 
university clock, along with the 
sewage pumps for the University 
Village dorms, lost power, 

Building six at the UNO dorms 
had a few minor floods. 

At first, “we thought it was just 
building six and shut off the water,” 
said Nick Dournbusch, a resident 
assistant for the dorms. 

The floods were cleaned up 
quickly and the real problem was 
diagnosed.

Power outage cripples four 
buildings on UNO campus 


were surprised to find out that while 
the dorms are not dependent on 
UNO for power, the sewer pumps 
are. UNO Facilities Management 
and Planning director Steve Conley 
was also surprised about any 
connection from UNO power to 
the dorm pumps. Dournbusch said 
that the dorms were considering 
changing that dependence. 

Ak-sar-ben Plumbing was 
called to drain the septic tank and 
a generator was rented to run the 
pumps. The pumps were run at a 
lower level of power that had the 
dorm officials asking residents to 
take brief showers and to not run 
the’dishwashers. 

Conley said that the cost of 
repairs is thousands of dollars for 
cable alone. Labor has to be paid at 
a premium for the work to be done 
overnight. 

Fifteen years ago, the manhole 
cover west of Engineering building 
blew 30 feet in the air, according 
to Electric Company of Omaha 
Supervisor Dan Smith. He was 
replacing cable with his dad then. A 
joint can be seen inside the manhole 
showing that the ground level is 
about three feet higher than it used 
to be. 

The cable(s) being replaced by 
Electric Company of Omaha are

Safety is paramount with 
this much juice. Slacking on safety at some 
jobs can mean a burn or cut. For an electrician 
working on main lines, it can mean death if the 
proper precautions aren't taken. 

Electric Company of Omaha’s plan was to 
“get past Homecoming.” 

They did, and later they want to have some 
scheduled shutdowns. Smith says they are also 
trying to save UNO money by not having cable 
specially shipped in. 

The power cables under UNO are rated for 
20-25 years. Many of them are 35 years old. UNO 
has a master plan for its utilities that includes 
replacing these cables. Electric Company of 
Omaha has its own proposal, but the problem 
with the proposal is not the money. It’s the time.

October, 2004—About halfway through 
the fall semester, the entire campus. will 
be called upon to select a new leader for 
themselves. However, after seeing two of 
them during my stint here at UNO with 
UNO elections, I’ve noticed a few things that 
I believe that any future candidates should 
heed, since it could be the keys to victory. | 


Point 1: If your opponents are violating 
the rules in any way, bite your tongue. 

Now, I know many of you are yelling 
at the top of your lungs, saying that “justice 
may not be served” or “they should play fair.” 
Well, sadly, I do agree with you, but according 
to past events, parties who complained about 
election rule breaking have lost the election 
they participated in. In the first election | 
witnessed, candidate Krissy Vogel filed 
grievances against candidate Joe Bilek for 
then-President Shay Riggs spreading mass c- 
mails around a college campaigning for Bilek.

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UNO’s Learning Disabilities 
program helps students 
with disabilities in school

When people think of October, 
Halloween may immediately come 
to mind. October also marks the start of 
Disability Awareness Month. 

Every college is required to have a 
Leaming Disabilities program. However, 
students are rarely attracted to it. To be part 
of the program, it must be on the student’s 
own accord. 

“We don’t attract students to this 
program,” said Dr. Kristine J. Swain, an 
assistant professor for UNO’s Learning 
Disabilities Program. “They must come in 
on their own.” 

Students who think they have a 
leaming, disability must have it identified 
by a physidan befor applying for the 
Leaming Disabilities Program. The most 
common disabilities are communication 
disorders and language-based disorders. 

Disabilities can range from the use of 
sign language, tonotbeing able to read well. 
Documentation of learning, disabilities is 
often gathered during the school-age period 
of one’s fife. During this time, he or she is 
tested by physicians. These physicians give 
the child various tests to see whether or not 
he or she has a learning disability, 

There is much focus on the school-age 
period becauseifa disability isdetectedearly, 
it is easier to treat and possibly cure. Due to 
this, UNO has the LD Clinic to help school- 
age children with various disabilities. 

“Leaming disabilities can be very 
frustrating for parents when their child has 
one,” said Dr. Swain.

Tobeentered into this program, parents 
must sign their child up and possibly wait 
for a spat to open up. UNO’s LD Clinic has 
quite a long waiting list because it is highly 
regarded. This clinic helps the enrolled 
children with leaming strategies, work ethic 
and other aspects of school. 

Even though there are programs 
such as this, many adults still deny the fact 
that they might have a disability. People 
who potentially have one, for example, 
may regard themselves as having bad 
vocabulary. They sometimes also state that 
they just can’t listen or read well. 


In all actuality, these symptoms could | 
be possible leaming disabilities. Then again, | 


there isn’t a sct-in-stone cause for learning 
disabilities. Rarely in some cases, disabilities 
can be genetic, but physicians also suggest 
that the person hasn’t been exposed to a 
good amount of language or writing. 

For UNO students, treatment is 


available. The most common methods are | 


extended test-taking time, taped textbooks | 
i friends and just have a fun time. Just enjoying my 


and volunteer note takers.

For those who are deaf, sign language | 


interpreters are also on staff. 
Amain emphasis for the program is to 
strengthen the stuclents, make them aware

Tony award-winning Rent returns to Orpheum

Hailed as bittersweet and evocative, Rent 
has become a musical icon and retums to 
Omaha's Orpheum Theater Oct. 15-17, Packed 
with mature themes and rock ‘n’ roll songs, 
Rent made a name for itself on Broadway, and 
then, across the country. 

Based off the opera La Boheme, Rent is set 
in New York City amongst young struggling 
artists desperate to make a go of life before

it's too late. Musicians, dancers, singers, film 
makers... they all take on a very human, very 
flawed persona of humanity. Dealing with the 
dark side of betrayal, love, HIV, suicide and 
acceptance, there is nothing left to face when 
the curtain falls. 

Rent steps beyond the modem taboos 
and cultural wars that would normally hold 
a person back. This musical is more than just 


pop culture references, promiscuity and catchy 
rock ‘n’ roll tunes. It stares very serious issues 
in the face and forces everyone to take a long 
hard look. But it’s not the shocking themes that 
keep people flocking to sce the show; it’s really 
the characters. 

Mark is the narrator and aspiring 
filmmaker. He is behind the camera, never 
dealing directly in any of the conflicts. His 
roommate and best friend is Roger, a dreaming, 
musician and recent recluse because his 
girlfriend informed him that they had AIDS

before she committed suicide. Tom Collins is 
retuming from a teaching career that didn’tsuit 
him. Healsohas AIDS. Maureen isa performer, 
currently dating Joanne, a lawyer Benny is an 
old friend who married into wealth. Angel, 
a street musician, also afflicted with AIDS, 
befriends Collins early on. Mimi lives in the 
building that Mark and Roger do. She's got 
plenty of problems of her own. 

Beyond the basic troubles each of them 


face, they also must come to terms with how 
they fit in with each other, their budding 
relationships and the trials that come along 
with their individual wars. Mark is the 
only character who seems not stricken with 
something outside of his control, and can often 
do nothing else but stand aside and watch. 
The musical opens up on Christmas Eve. 
The stage is sparsely decorated, which is good 
news for all those with ritsebleed seats, Benny, 
it turns out, is the landlord of the building that 
Mark, Roger and Mimi live in. Benny intends 
to force Mark and Roger to pay 
a year's worth of rent in one day. 
They all used to be friends, and 
until this day, it had seemed that

Watching, the UNO Maverick football 
team defeat North Central Conference 
newcomer University of Minnesota-Duluth 
Saturday was like watching Dr. Jekyll change 
into Mr. Hyde and back. 

The Mavericks picked up a 38-24 
homecoming game win over Minnesota- 
Duluth Saturday in front of 5,300 fans at Al 
Caniglia Field. 

The Maverick defense held Minnesota- 
Duluth to a field goal in three quarters, but

then allowed three touchdowns in the fourth 
quarter. 

The Maverick offense saw Jamar Day 
run for 174 yards and score two touchdowns 
and Brian Masek was 12-14 for 196 yards 
with no interceptions. They controlled the 
ball for most of the first half, but were 
orly able to put points on the board when 
defensive back Jeffrey Phelps and linebacker 
Taiwo Onatolu each picked off Duluth in the 
second quarter. 

“We had been playing good offense, 
but we just didn’t have any points to show 
for our yards,” Masek said. “We struggled 


before halftime, but we came back and 
did what we should have in the first 
half and put points on the board.” 

After having his first field goal 
attempt blocked, sophomore Andy 
Severson opened scoring with a 20- 
yard field goal in the first quarter. The 
Mavs then took advantage of Phelps 
and Onatolu’s interceptions to put two 
quick touchdowns on the board in the 
second. 

Phelps picked = off ~=UMD 
quarterback Kyle Opahleand returned 
it26 yards to the Bulldog 30 and Masek 
hit Mike Nizzi ona corer route. Nizzi 
reached over UMD defensive back 
Tim Garceau for the touchdown. 

gaiwo Onatolu stepped in front of 
an Opahle pass on UMD’s next drive 
and returned the ball 14 yards, again 
to the Bulldog 30. Jake Krause picked 
up his first career touchdown pass on 
a 2-yard pass from Masck putting the 
score at 17-0 just before halftime. 

UMD took advantage of the 


Mavericks’ mistakes. UMD running 
back Dave Rufledt—after being held 
to only 66 yards in the first half— 
exploded, picking upan additional 119 
yards and two touchdowns. 

“We held him up for most of the game, 
but he just kept chipping away and wore us 
down,” said Onatolu. “He racked up most 
of his yards in the fourth quarter” 

UNO forced UMD to punt on the 
first drive of the second half, but Jeremy 
Anderson fumbled and UMD recovered at 
the UNO 10-yard line. The UNO defense did 
not allow UMD to pick up any yardage and 
forced them to kick a 27-yard field goal. 

After a touchdown from Day, the UNO 
defense forced UMD to punt, Onatolu 
blocked a punt from Luke Radkeat at the 50- 
yard line, while running to the back for the 
easy touchdown. Onatolu fumbled the ball 
at the UMD 25-yard line and UMD’s Mark 
Slinden recovered at the 16-yard line.

UNO scoring began early. Beale took a 
pass from Beth MeGill and sliced it into the 
far right corner past Augie goalie Charise 
Hayward at the 6:13 minute mark. 

Pile soared a direct kick to Beale who 
passed it to Willrett for the score less than 
six minutes after the first score. At the 22:09 
mark, Beale tallied her second goal of the 
game on an assist from Ali Portell.

UNO responded with a goal just before 
halftime as Portell received an indirect kick 
from McGill and placed the ball just under 
the crossbar. 

Beale completed her hat trick at the 
68:53 mark with an assist from Pile due to 
a free kick. With the assist, Pile picked up a 
different type of hat trick, with three assists 
in the game.

Five minutes later, Fries recorded her

On Sunday, UNO got their first look at 
Minnesota-Duluth as a conference opponent.

No vote left behind 


Fees, fees and more fees 


Can anyone make 
sense of the alphabet soup 
conglomeration of fees 
that show up on our tuition 
statements semester after 
semester? 

Two weeks ago, I was 
sitting in my news editing class 
when this question began to 
pick at my brain. 

I asked several of my 
fellow students if they knew 
what the Tuition (RUOC) and 
UPF fees per credit hour were, 
Tomy surprise, not one of them 
knew. 

At this point, | decided it was my duty 
to find out what these fees and abbreviations 
mean for me and anyone else who wanted to 
know. 

I only chose to find out in this fall 
semester—my sixth—hecause 16 percent of 
my $2,341 tuition is going to fees. (That's $372 
for anyone who, like myself, can’t do math.) 

Going to work for you, the students, I 
hiked down to the administration building, 

And I found out some things, but still ’m 
alittle confused. 

Let me first tell you that since the fall of 
2003, tuition per credit hour has gone up nearly 
9 percent, or $14 per credit hour. 

But let’s get going on the statement for 
this fall. 

When [ got to Cashiering/Student 
accounts, the lady working at the desk was 
somewhat helpful. She knew Tuition (RUOC) 
meant “resident undergraduate off-campus.” 

Excellent, one down, many to go, but I was 
learning, Tuition (UIC) is for an undergraduate 
Internet course. 

All of this information can also be found in 
the 2004-2005 undergraduate catalog, starting 
on page 28. 

The first fee on my statementisa$15 writing 
lab fee, which I was told goes to computer 
usage. Not until this day did I finally discover 
what a UPF Fee was. They are mandatory 
University Program. and Facilities Fees. These 
fees, according to the undergraduate catalog, 
“support a wide varicty of programs and 
services on campus.” T was also told they pay 
for the HPER building, They do not however, 
support things like the library, or keeping up on 
technology. UPF fees are collected by way of a 
$50 flat fee plus $7.50 per credit hour with a cap 
at 12 hours. 

This is where I became confused with the 
levy of fees. | came to find out that when you 
take an Internet class, you pay an additional 
$60 distance education fee on top of the $131.25 
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This is the best way to avoid a grievance, 
by keeping everything fair between both 
parties. 

From research that {’ve done, I can see 
that Elizabeth Kraemer wants to put students 
first and to be someone they can confide 
in. She wants to put Student Government 
in the students’ view as being very existent 
and public relations is key here. She wants 
to provide solutions to all problems and 
establish accountability through Student 
Government.

per credit. That totals out to 
be a $453.75 Intemet class. You 
better get an A in that one! 

The technology fee, $6 
per credit hour, is charged to 
provide technology resourcesto 
students, once again according 
to the catalog. 

The lady at the desk then 
told me that the library fee of 
$2 per credit hour was to keep 
older books in usable condition. 
Its a good thing she told me 
because it doesn’t clearly say 
what this money is used for in 
the catalog, As a matter of fact, none of the fees 
are really clearly defined in the catalog. 

The smallest fee on the statement, the 
photo ID fee, was $2. | figured if I was paying 
money out every semester for my student ID, I 
could get a new one each semester: 

I was wrong. This money is for “keeping 
up on technology,” which I thought was taken 
care of in the $90 technology fee. I guess it costs 
$2 per semester for my student ID to be in my 
pocket, because all IT use mine for is checking out 
library books. (Notice how these “technology” 
fees kind of all run together?) 

Now, here is my favorite fee. The $20 
Enrollment Services fee. When I asked the lady 


at Cashiering /Student Accounts, she told me |

The polls in 
Afghanistan ended the 
other day under a cloud 
of controversy about 
whether the ballots were 
spoiled. Apparently the 
ink used to fingerprint 
voters was removable, 
threatening ballot integrity. All 15 
candidates running in opposition to the 
US.-installed interim president Hamid 
Karzai initially withdrew in protest, 
claiming fraudulent elections. 

An investigation is to follow, but 
no one knows what sorts of oversights 
will be used to determine the outcome. 
More than likely, the U.S. will lead any 
investigation, as it has the most influence 
politically, militarily and financially over 
the operations there. 

But we can’t even get our own 
elections right. 

From high-priced _ campaign 
advertising to months-long negotiations 
between candidates for how debates 
will be structured (including favorable 
camera angles to make Bush look 


getting much more than an expensively 
packaged product (the kind that catches 
the interest of children in the cereal aisles 
with promises of cool toys inside.

From recent news accounts, itappears 
as though we are facing as many election 
problems as we did four years ago, which 
left voters more cynical and questioning 
whether we have a democratic process 
or men working holographs from behind 
a curtain.

of only four presidents in 
the history of our country to 
supposedly win by electoral 
vote while losing by popular 
vote. 

It is past time to abolish 
the electoral system, if we are’ 
ever to have real democracy 
in this country. 

Under the electoral 
system, only 11 states 
determine the presidential 
elections, because by 
population they have 
the most electoral votes, 
rendering the remaining 39 states 
generally insignificant. In all states but 
Maine and Nebraska, it is “winner take 
all,” which means if a candidate only 
wins 51 percent of the vote, they get 
to have all the electoral votes in that 
state, even if the remaining 49 percent of 
voters are vehemently opposed to that 
candidate. 

According to Akhil Amar, Southmayd 
Chair of Constitutional Law at Yale Law 
School, our current form of “democracy” 
is tainted by a past to which we no 
longer ascribe. “The Electoral System 
was founded on racism and sexism,” 
said Amar, adding it was connected to a 
lobby that supported the slave-holding 
system that we inherited. “It gave slave- 
holders an advantage,” he said. 

Amar explained in his NPR 
interview (“Electoral College System,” 
Nov. 7, 2000) that the institution of an 
Electoral College was among the very 
last concessions agreed upon by the 
founders of the Constitution after the 
slave-holding South insisted they be 
given as much electoral power as the 
more populous North. Near the weary 
end of the Constitutional Convention 
in 1787, the South successfully lobbied 
for the Electoral College, touting higher 
population numbers by counting 
slaves among their citizenry. Ironically, 
however, those slaves were not allowed 
to vote. (And now there are questions 
about whether Florida is continuing that 
racist tradition.) 

In a Sept. 27, 2004 Washington Post 
article submitted by former President 
Jimmy Carter, he claims more Florida 
voting trouble is expected.

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president Gerald Ford, a Republican, 
were asked to make recommendations for 
changes after the 2000 Florida debacle. 

But, according toCarter, whoofficially 
observes elections worldwide, those 
reforms have not been implemented. 

Carter is accusing Florida’s top 
election official, Secretary of State 
Glenda Hood, of bias saying, “It is 
unconscionable to perpetuate fraudulent 
or biased electoral practices in any 
nation.

Mr. Carter said Florida Governor Jeb 
Bush - brother of George W. - had “taken 
no steps to correct these departures from 
principles of fair and equal treatment or 
to prevent them in the future.” 

Although our votes don’t seem to 
count much at all, just this once it would 
be nice to see massive progressive votes 
cast in numbers not experienced in recent 
history, and then organize for real change 
after this election regardless of who takes 
over the White House.
